Coal Mine Rocked 
By New Explosion 


MANNINGTON, W.Va (AP) 
—A shuddering explosion early 
today hit the coal mine where 78 
men have been trapped for two 
days in deep passageways with 
fire still raging uncontrolled. 
The predawn blast, latest in a 
series that started Wednesday 
morning, sent tremors through­ 
out the area and “ lit the sky 
up.” 
There has been no communi­ 
cation with the trapped men 
since they were entombed sev­ 
eral hundred feet below the sur­ 
face at dawn Wedne.sday 
Twenty-one other miners ei­ 
ther escaped or were pulled 
from the mine 
“ We have no control of the 
fire." a company official told a 
midmorning news confercnc*e. 
“ The explosion put us back to 
where we were yesterday " 
F'amilies of the trapped min­ 
ers listened to the news confer­ 
ence over a loudspeaker set up 
outside the company store 
Several women went into hys- 
t /ics at the mention of gas and 
r J^’ses administered sedatives 
to calm them Of the group of

Terrorist 
Explosion 
By Arabs

(AP) - A 
mammoth charge of explosives 
packed inside a parked car 
blasted a crowded market place 
in the Jewish sector of the Holy 
City today, killing 11 persons 
and wounding 55. 
Within seconds, the market, 
jammed with Jewish shoppers 
stocking up for the Sabbath 
weekend, was a scene of terror 
and chaos as hundreds fled in 
panic. 
It was the worst sabotage in­ 
cident in the 20 years of the 
Jewish state’s existence. 
Prime Minister Levi Elshkol 
interrupted a holiday to call a 
high-level Cabinet session on the 
incident. 
Police immediately cordoned 
off the perimiter of Jerusalem, 
halting all Arabs attempting to 
enter the Old City. Police said 
500 Arabs were interrogated. 
Some Jews halted an Arab 
taxi, chased away the (X'cupants 
and wrecked the car. Others 
were heard shouting, Kill the 
Arabs, Kill the Arabs!” 
The death car was parked, in 
the Mahaneh Yehuda market, a 
teeming open air quarter popu­ 
lar with Jewish hou.sewives near 
the heart of Jewish Je; j.salem 
Police said about 440 pounds 
of high explosives—believed to 
Ik- TNT-was touc hed off at 9;.30 
a m 
blasting a six-foot-wicJe 
crater in the street 
A nearby Jewish barbershop 
bore the brunt of the bla.st, 
which rcx-ked the entire city. 
Reports said three barbers and 
two customers were killed 
A neighbor, Rahamin FJma- 
lak, who rushed to the shop in 
his pajamas, described it as 
“ the most terrible thing I ever 
saw” FJmalak said that when 
he ran outside there were about 
six fires in various shops He 
said at the barbershop he saw

French Franc 


BONN, Germany (AP) — 
France was forced to devalue 
Its franc today, ironically on 
Charles de Gaulle’s 78th birth- 
oay. 
French officials were silent on 
action decided upon at the 11- 
power meeting here of treasury 
officials, but Germany’s finance 
minister, Franz Joseph Strauss, 
said the franc will be devalued 
by around 10 per cent while the 
United States and other allies of 
France will make $2 billion 
available to Paris to rescue the 
currency’ from speculators. The 
British pound will not be de 
valued, Strauss said. 
An estimate given by Strauss 
would bring the franc down 
from a value of 20 cents to the 
vicinity of 18 cents. 
“ The franc will be devalued,” 
Strauss said. “ It is up to the 
French government to decide 
what the rate of devaluation will 
be.” 
Britain announced heavy new 
taxes on beer, whisky, ciga­ 
rettes and gasoline in an effort 
to halt an outflow of funds for 
imports. The levy amounts to a 
10 per cent surtax. Britain’s La­ 
bor government also announced 
plans for new legislation to curb 
imports. 
In the last devaluation of the 
franc in 1958, the currency was 
trimmed by 17.55 per cent, peg­ 
ging it at 4.93 to the U.S. dollar. 
It previously had been 4.20 to 
the dollar. 
Strauss told reporters the 
French Cabinet would decide in 
a meeting called for Saturday 
on the exact rate of devaluation. 
In the rescue operation to 
keep the franc from speculators 
the United States will make 
available credits of $500 million, 
according to an official state­ 
ment from the money meeting. 
West Germany with a $600-mil- 
lion contribution topped the list 
of the 10 suppliers of aid. Italy’s 
contribution is $200 million. 
Britain, although strapped it­ 
self, is providing $100 million, 
with Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Switzerland, Sweden and Cana­ 
da providing the same amount. 
Japan’s share is $50 million. 
Informants said after Thurs­ 
day’s 17-hour session it ap­ 
peared the franc would be re­ 
duced either by 10 per cent, 
from 20 cents to 18 cents, or by 
15 per cent to 17 cents. 
A spokesman for the office of 
French Premier Maurice Couve 
de Murville said in Paris there 
would be no announcement until 
after the French Cabinet meets 
on Saturday. 
Strauss also announced that 
Britain would take measures to 
alleviate its own balance of pay­ 
ments deficit, but said he could 
give no details. He added, how­ 
ever, that Britain would not de­ 
value the pound. 
To bolster the new value of 
the franc, the 10 natioris at the 
conference got together a line of 
credit in other currencies which

wrecked offices in an adminis­ 
tration building. An estimated 
102 students were arrested. 
The vandalism broke out after 
university 
president 
Roger 
Guiles refused to sign a list of 
demands presented to him by a 
Negro delegation.

Material For High Tragic Drama

WASHINGTON (A P) - At 
night you can looJt westward 
^ross the Potomac from Wash- 
i^to n and see, high on a hill­ 
side, the restless flame that 
marks the grave of John F. 
Kennedy. And you think of five 
years ago today. 
By day you stand at that se­ 
rene place and let your eyes 
sweep the grandeur of Washing­ 
ton, taking note of the plain lit­ 
tle white cross a few steps to 
your right. And you think of all 
that has happened in that five 
years to one proud family, the 
Kennedys. 
John’s assassination ... the 
plane crash that nearly killed 
Edward . :. Robert’s election to 
the Senate ... his campaign for 
the presidency ... the shot that 
ended his life ... the brief pres­ 
idential boom for Edward ... 
the remarriage of Jacqueline 
Kennedy. 
And through it all the mute 
suffering of Joseph P. Kennedy, 
the patriarch, paralyzed and 
shorn of speech by a str(Ae, and 
the valor of his wife, indomi­ 
table despite the violent deaths 
that took four of her nine chil­ 
dren, two of them since 1963. 
It is November again at Ar­ 
lington National Cemetery and 
the leaves are falling over row 
upon row of snow v ^ te mark­ 
ers that cover its slopes. Time 
is suspended at Arlington and 
the passing of five years has 
done little to change its face. 
But the tomb of John Kennedy 
and the nearby grave of his 
brother Robert tell much about 
Ujejwlf decade. 


Mourners of the New Frontier 
unendingly make their pilgrim­ 
ages to the graveside of the 46- 
year-old president, carved into 
the contours of the cemetery’s 
slope. They come often with or­ 
nate wreaths to be placed be­ 
hind the eternal flame that 
marks the grave. 
Those who come to pay their 
respects to Robert Kennedy, not 
yet dead sbc months, are the 
young, kids with bell-bottom 
trousers and peace symbols and 
medallions. They come to the 
place of the Kennedy dead with 
flowers and misty eyes. 
Five years since Dallas. 
It began with a political rift 
and a president who believed 
his presence was needed for the 
m elting; with a mail-order gun 
fired from a sixth-floor window; 
with the death of the president. 
The 
world 
was 
forever 
changed; so was the Kennedy 
family, at least in the eyes of 
the public. 
The image of the president’s 
widow became that of a queen; 
Robert Kennedy, the attorney 
general, became the heir-appar­ 
ent. In the minds of many 
Americans it was assumed that 
eventually Robert would accede 
to the presidency and, who 
knows, someday Edward, al­ 
ready the holder of John’s old 
seat in the Senate. 
The grievous sound of muffled 
drums and the sight of John 
Kennedy’s flag-drapped coffin 
had barely faded from Ameri­ 
ca’s consciousness when specu­ 


lation began about Robert Ken­ 
nedy. He withdrew from the 
public gaze, there were reports 
of a rift with President Johnson. 
Partly to squelch such talk, 
partly to bring Robert out of his 
depression, the President sent 
him early in 1964 to negotiate a 
cease-fire in Indonesian-Malay- 
sian border clashes, and a di- 
pute over stationing a NATO 
force to keep peace on Cyprus. 
The attorney general set his 
theme of later years when he 
told Waseda University students 
in Japan: "If President Kenne­ 
dy’s life and death are to mean ' 
ai^hing, we young people must 
work harder for a better life for 
all the people of the world.” 


Robert Kennedy could not 
help but hear the voices, in all 
parts of the land, urging that he 
be Lyndon Johnson’s running 
mate in the November 1964 elec­ 
tion. 
At New Year, an Associated 
Press poll of Democratic county 
chairmen showed Bob second as 
their vice presidential prefer­ 
ence, close behind Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey of Minnesota. In 
March, without any solicitation 
on his part, Kennedy got 25,861 
write-in votes for vice president 
in the New Hampshire primary 
—4,000 less than L B J got for 
President. 
Then came another tragedy. 
Edward Kennedy—‘Ted,’ the 
baby of the family—was flying 
from 
Washington 
to 
West 
Springfield, Mass., to receive 
the E)emocratic nomination for 
another term in the Senate. The 
private plane smashed into an 
apple orchard, killing the pilot 
and Kennedy’s administrative 
assistant. The senator’s spine 
was broken in six places. 
For months Ted Kennedy lay 
immobilized in a special frame. 
While his wife Joan carried on 
his campaign, Ted went through 
the torture of retaining atro­ 
phied muscles. He vowed that if 
re-elected he would walk unaid­ 
ed into the Senate chamber the 
following January. 
In the absence of any word 
from Johnson on his choice for a 
running mate, friends urged 
Robert Kennedy to run for sena­ 
tor from New York. Four days 
after Ted’s plane crash, Robert 
took himself out of the New 
York race. 
The pressure continued: Ken­ 
nedy for veep. Robert did little 
if anythir^ to discourage the 
clamor. But at the end of July, 
Johnson announced 
that no 
member of his cabinet would be 
selected and not long afterward 
Robert Kennedy changed his 
mind and became a candidate 
for the Senate. 
The emotion generated for the 
Kennedys burst forth at the 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion in Atlantic City as Robert 
introduced a film eulogizing his 
brother. For 13 minutes he stood 
on the podium as wave after 
wave of applause rolled over 
him. 
And when he went on the 
stump in New York, he was met 
e v e r y w h e r e by adulating 
crowds. As always, there were 
those who resented the Kennedy 
pushes. They called Robert a 


carpetbagger because his home, 
nominally, had been Hyannis 
Port, Mass. 
Robert was elected that fall 
with a plurality of 700,000 votes 
over veteran Republican Sen. 
Kenneth Keating. In Massachu­ 
setts, Ted Kennedy won by an 
even bigger margin. On Jan. 4, 
1965, the Kennedy brothers en­ 
tered the Senate chamber to­ 
gether. Ted walked to his seat, 
as he pledged, unaided. 
For Robert there always were 
the memories of John Kennedy 
with whom he had shared much. 
He climbed 
a Yukon peak 
named for his brother; he went 
often to his brother’s grave; he 
backed his brother’s widow, 
Jacqueline in a public squabble 
with author William Manchester 
over passages in the book, 
"Death of a President,” a mat­ 
ter finally settled out of court. 
As a senator, Robert involved 
himself in the problems of the 
cities and in foreign affairs, 
especially the Vietnam war, 
which he opposed. 
More and more, Robert Ken­ 
nedy took issue with President 
Johnson’s Vietnam policies. He 
was against resuming bombing 
after a temporary halt in Janu- 
aiy 1966 and 1967; He supported 
Viet Cong representation in any 
coalition government of South 
Vietnam; he opposed escalating 
the war. 
Despite efforts to gain privacy 
for herself and her children, 
Mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy made 
news. She was voted the "most 
admired” woman in America in 
1965 and 1966; she headed an aid 
fund for Italian flood damage; 
she attended the christening of 
a carrier named for her hus­ 
band. There was an unceasing 
barrage of innuendo stories in 
movie fan magazines, linking 
her name with various celebri­ 
ties. 


As the election year 1968 
neared, 
another 
Democrat- 
Sen 
Eugene J. McCarthy of 
Minnesota—stepped up his chal­ 
lenge of Vietnam war policies 
by campaigning for the presi­ 
dential nomination and there 
were rumbles he was a stalking 
horse for a Robert Kennedy 
candidacy. Both men denied it, 
and it wasn’t until McCarthy 
came within an eyelash of de­ 
feating Johnson in the New 
Hampshire primary that Kenne­ 
dy made a move. Then he stood 
in the same Senate caucus 
chamber where his brother had 
announced eight years before to 
say that he too was in the race. 
" I do not run for the presiden­ 
cy merely to oppose any man, 
but to propose new policy,” said 


Robert Kennedy. " I run because 
I am convinced that this coun­ 
try is on a perilous course.” 
That was March 16 this year 
when it looked as if the only 
candidates for the Democratic 
nomination would be Lyndon 
Johnson and Eugene McCarthy. 
But two weeks later, in an elec­ 
trifying announcement, Johnson 
said he would not run again. 
"W e can do better,” became 
Kennedy’s sli^an as he cam­ 
paigned across the country. He 
won in Wisconsin, in Indiana, in 
Nebraska. Next came Oregon 
and a loss to McCarthy. 
Vice President Hubert Hum- 
plirey, entering the race too late 
for primary challenges, also 
was busy campaigning. Then 
came June and the all-impor­ 
tant California primary. 
On June 1, Kennedy debated 
McCarthy on television. In that 
debate, as in a speech at an 
Oregon synag(^ue a few days 
earlier, he talked of this coun­ 
try’s "clear and compelling” 
commitment to "defying any at­ 
tempt to destroy Israel's surviv­ 
al.” 
On June 4, the California pri­ 
mary ended in a victory for 
Kennedy. That night he went 
into the Embassy Room of the 
Ambassador Hotel to speak to 
more than 2,000 celebrating 
workers. 
"M y thanks to all of you,” he 
said, "and it’s on to Chicago 
and let’s win there.” 
A few minutes later, Robert 
Kennedy was shot by an assas­ 
sin lurking in a kitchen hallway 
near the ballroom. The man ar­ 
rested and charged with the 
shooting was a Jordanian Arab 
uprooted by the 1948 Arab-Israe- 
li war. 
Once more there was a funer­ 
al service attended by the great 
and the prominent. 
Millioas 
lined the route of the train tak­ 
ing the body of Robert from 
New York to Washington. Thou­ 
sands more lined the route 
through the capital to Arlington 
were he was buried 60 feet from 
John 
Soiin voices rose again across 
the land—this time urging Ted 
Kennedy for vice president, for 
president. But Ted said no; not 
this year. He chose privacy, and 
gained it except for a few ap­ 
pearances in behalf of Hubert 
Humphrey’s uasuccessful cam­ 
paign for President. 


At 
Arlington, 
little 
has 
changed in five years. Except 
that when you look westward 
across the Potomac and see the 
flickering flame, you think of 
two Kennedy dead instead of 
one.

Sect Cans Food for the Poor 


INMAN, Kan. (A P) - A 
group of Mennonite farmers in 
Kansas decided the best way to 
make sure hungry people get 
the food they needed was to 
process and can it themselves. 
Today 
a unique 
mobile 
cannery, born of necessity, is in 
its 20th year on the road. It 
produces about 2,600 cans of 
meat a day. 
Eldo Kroeker, chairman of 
the project this year in Inman 
explained that the cannery had 
to 
be 
mobile 
because 
the 
Mennonite communities that 
wanted 
to 
participate 
are 
located in 10 states — Kansas, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Oklahoma, 
Iow a, 
Illin o is , 
Indiana, 
M in n e so ta , 
O h io , 
and 
Pennsylvania. 
Four 
huge 
iron 
pressure 
cookers, a semi-automatic can 
sealer, a large stainless steel vat 
and other canning equipment 
are housed on the flat-bed truck 
whose side panels are hinged to 
the roof so they may be opened 
for easy access. 
A b o ut 
tw o 
days 
of 
preparation are needed in each 
community before the mobile 
plant arrives, although Kroeker 
admits “ it really takes much 
longer.” 
He said, "we have people 
working 
on 
this 
from 
six 
church^ in the area 
— I 
imagine there are about 300 of 
us.” 
Only 
beef 
and 
pork 
are 
canned by the Mennonites 
"The only^ thing we buy is 
dressed meat,’’ said Kroeker. 
"W e make sure it is of high 
quality 
and 
governm ent 
approved People in the church 
donate the money to buv the 


meat and they donate their time 
to process it.” 
The 
finished 
product 
is 
shipped 
to 
Mennonite 
field 
staffs in many parts of the 
world which distribute the food 
direct to the needy. 
This 
is 
the 
first 
year 
government 
inspectors 
have 
followed 
the 
mobile 
unit. 
Previously all charitable work 
of this kind was exempt from 
federal meat inspection. 
Don 
Winter, an inspector 
from the Wichita office of the 
U.S. Dept, of Agriculture, said: 
“ I ’ve never seen anything like it 
and I probably never will see 
anything like it again. ” 
Denny Noe of Eureka, 111., is 


manager of the mobile plant 
this year for the Mennonite 
Central 
Committee. 
"When 
we’re ready to move on,” he 
said, "we just load up all the 
equipment, let down the sides 
and move on.” 
Because of the territory the 
unit has to cover it averages 
only 
about two days in a 
community. 
" It ’s a long day, about 15 
hours,” 
said 
Kroeker. 
"W e 
work in shifts and there are no 
lunch breaks. 
"It only costs about 10 cents a 
can to process the meat and 
since our only object is to feed 
the 
h u n g ry ,” 
K ro e k e r 
concluded "it’s well worth it.” 


Joliet have intensified a fund­ 
raising drive to help ease a 
$90,000 deficit in this year’s 
budget.

BIRMINGHAM, 
Ala. - Th e big question 
p oliticians are asking is wh eth er George Wallace can 
keep h is th ird p arty aliv e Will th e United States 
desert 
its unique two-p arty ^stem? Teddy 
Roosev elt, Bob La Follette, Strom Th urmond and 
Henry Wallace h av e launch ed th ird p arties in th is 
century . All fizzled. Will (ieorge Wallace be an 
ex cep tion? 
Th e sh ellacking h e took at th e p olls, h is friends 
say , h asn’t diminish ed h is determination to reach 
th e Wh ite House. He bounced back from defeat 
wh en h e first ran for Gov ernor of Alabama, and th ey 
ex p ect h im to p ursue th e p residency with th e .same 
d(^edness. 
After Joh n Patterson defeated h im for th e 
gov ernorsh ip in 1958, Wallace camp aigned up and 
down th e state for th e nex t four y ears. He sh ook 
h ands at ev ery country crossroads, .sp oke in ev ery 
grubby h all, h ustled v otes down ev ery country lane. 
He also learned th e catch words and clich es th at 
arouse th e rabble. In h is 1958 camp aign h e h ad 
p osed as th e ch amp ion of th e unwash ed, but h e h ad 
been a racial moderate. He discov ered, h owev er, 
th at Alabama v oters were more fired up ov er 
desegregation th an ov er economics. Nev er again, h e 
told friends, would h e let any one "out-seg” h im. 
So for th e nex t four y ears, friends p redict, George 
Corley Wallace will ap p ly nationally th e tactics th at 
made h im a p ower in Alabama. He will crisscross 
th e country , rep eating th e slogaas th at inflame th e 
crowds, in beh alf of h is th ird-p arty mov ement. 
He will attemp t to establish th e American 
Indep endent Party as a p ermanent force in all 50 
states. He will encourage th ird-p arty candidates to 
run for state and local offices. Some insiders believ e 
h e will run for gcwernor or senator in Alabama 
h imself in 1970 to gain a better p latform for h is nex t 
p residential camp aign. 
—Wallace’s Law Firm— 
Th e only announcement Wallace h as made is th at 
h e will return to h is law p ractice. Th is h as p rosp ered 
in th e p ast with out h is direct p articip ation. His 
Montgomery , Ala., law firm — Wallace and Wallace 
— is run by h is broth er, Gerald "Sag” Wallace. Th e 
p ractice consists ch iefly of clients wh o seek fav ors 
from th e state. 
Th e Wallace broth ers h ad little money before 
George became gov ernor. Wh ile George was scaling 
th e p olitical p eaks. Sag soared to th e financial 
h eigh ts, th ough h e denies h e’s traded on h is 
broth er’s name. 
Alabama bulsinessmen h av e comp lained th at 
George Wallat'e h as bled th em dry of camp aign 
funds. Some state contractors said th ey could no 
longer afford to do business with th e state if h e 
wrings any more money out of th em to finance h is 
constant p oliticking. 
Wallat'e h as also collected th ousands of dollars 
from righ t-wing ex tremists wh o h av e th orough ly 
infiltrated h is mov ement. At least one ex tremist, 
Roy Harris, wh o p ublish es th e righ t-wing Augusta, 
Ga., Courier, is a member of h is inner circle. 
In many states, th e Wallace camp aign was 
organized by th e Joh n Birch Society , wh ich 
disp ensed ex tremist Birch ite literature out of 
Wallace-for-President h eadquarters. Bard Logan, a 
militant Birch er and ch airman of th e Wallace 
camp aign in Tex as, p urged Wallace workers wh o 
weren’t in sy mp ath y with th e Joh n Birch Society . 
At th e local lev el, Birch ers are now maneuv ering 
for control of th e American Indep endent Party 
mach inery th at Wallace Is attemp ting to install 
p ermanently in th e 50 states. 
Both George Wallace and th e Joh n Birch Society , 
ap p arently , are using one anoth er for th eir own 
p urp oses. 
"I am not going to denounce th e Joh n Birch 
Society ,” Wallace h as said. "I know a few of its 
members in Alabama, and th ey are some of our 
finest citizens.” 
It is a measure of Wallace’s p olitical flex ibilitv

Action taken last Monday nigh t by our city council 
regarding h ousing imp rov ement in our community 
p rov okes th e following th ough ts: 
I can remember wh en p eop le stood in line for 
bread or soup — I h ad p ity in my h eart for th ose wh o 
wanted to work but th ere was no work — and but for 
th e grace of God I could h av e well been one of th em. 
Today I see well dressed, financially secure leaders 
of our society standing in line for gov ernment 
h andouts. I still h av e p ity , (and a certain measure of 
contemp t) for th ese misguided, unwitting discip les 
of th e "someth ing for noth ing cult.” (Is it any 
wonder our y oung folks are mix ed up ?) Someone 
h as said "only a fool can be sold a ride on h is own 
h orse” — and th at is wh at is h ap p ening wh en y ou 
giv e th e gov ernment more and more so it will giv e 
y ou some back. 
One of our local p oliticians, and a member of th e 
Housing Auth ority commission, was recently quoted 
by th e news media as say ing "We can h av e th is 
benefit to our community with no increase in our 
local tax es.” Well, I’v e nev er noticed any difference 
in th e color of th e money in my p ocketbook — 
wh eth er it goes to local, state, or federal tax 
gath erers — th ey all seem to want th at long ‘green’. 
Some say “We’v e already been tax ed for th is, we 
ough t to take adv antage of it.” I usually counter th is 
fallacy with a question, "Hav e y ou noticed th e size 
of th e federal deficit lately ?” We just recently 
tacked anoth er quarter-million dollars to th e federal 
deficit wh en we v oted to ex p and th e airp ort — and 
h ad it not been for th e federal teat ex tended to us it 
wouldn’t h av e p assed. If y ou don’t believ e th is ask 
y ourself if y ou would h av e v oted for it if all th e 
finances were raised locally . 
Now, wh at are th e causes of p oor h ousing and h ow 
do we as a city rate in our efforts to do someth ing 
about it? 
Inflation h urts th e older p eop le on low fix ed 
incomes more th an any one else. Since we are adding 
fuel to th e fire by continually asking Uncle Sam for 
more and more, giv e us a minus on th is one. 
Lack of jobs is one cause — no income, no 
h ousing. Here we can giv e ourselv es a p lus — we 
h av e a p rogram wh ich seems to be getting results. 
Management of income — th is one is a h ard one to 
do any th ing about — many families sp end th e 
money wh ich could insure good h ousing for th e non- 
essentials such as beer, wine, wh iskey , and 
cigarettes. 
Low income — giv e us a p lus h ere. Th e creation of 
new jobs will giv e some of th ese p eop le a ch ance to 
up -grade th eir income — th e new Junior College job 
training p rogram will enable many y ounger families 
to obtain jobs with income sufficient to afford th em 
good h ousing, as well as Gov ernment p r(^rams 
already at work in th e community seeking to train 
p eop le to take th eir p lace in th e working p op ulation. 
Finally we come to p ride — call it p ersonal, civ ic, 
or wh at y ou will. Aside from some efforts on th e 
p art of our Realtors organization, we seem to h av e 
noth ing going in th is category — and it is p robably 
th e most imp ortant. Our little neigh bor to th e north , 
Hugh esv ille, h as a betterment club wh ich h as 
worked wonders on a small budget th ey raised 
th emselv es. Anoth er neigh bor to th e south , Lincoln, 
just recently made th e news for an award for town 
betterment. Here in Sedalia th e av erage citizen will 
sit on h is duff and call for th e federal bulldozer, or 
just sit back and let th e city council do it for h im. I 
would like to see a Sedalia Betterment Club formed 
with sp ecial emp h asis on h ousing, some form of 
financing to giv e th em someth ing to work with . If 
we can get a p rogram working and sh owing results 
we migh t th en be justified in ex p anding th e p rogram 
with av ailable federal funds. With one dollar p er 
p erson in Sedalia we could equip such a club with 
about $30,000 to start with .

Today we are teach ing our ch ildren to look to far 
away Wash ington for h elp in times of need.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Effective Air Filter 
Removes Mo st Allergens

In families with an allergic member, th e h ouse 
sh ould be made as dust-free as p ossible, according 
to Dr. Irv ing Itkin of th e NaUonal Jewish Hosp iUl in 
Denv er. To accomp lish th is th e bedroom sh ould be 
equip p ed with an electrostatic air filter to eliminate 
molds and p ollens from th e atmosp h ere. An 
effectiv e filter sh ould remov e about 90 p er cent of 
^ese allergens. Mdst h omes h av e too little moisture 
in th e air for allergic sufferers. For th ese p ersons, 
th e h umidity sh ould be between 50 and 75. 
In th e bath room, laminated p lastic p anels are 
better th an small ceramic or p lastic tiles because 
with th e latter more moisture can seep th rough th e 
seal and allow th e growth of mold. Th e new flex ible 
silicon rubber mastics offer th e most imp regnable 
seal between th e wall and th e tub. Ev en th ough 
laminated p lastics cost more, th ey are ch eap er to 
install so it ev ens out. 
If y our h ome is being remodeled, it will lielp if th e 
bedrooms are widely sep arated from th e liv ing area. 
Th e garage sh ould not be attach ed to th e h ouse. 
Alth ough electric or h ot water h eating is p referable 
to a h ot-air furnace, th e ty p e of h eating is not as ’ 
imp ortant as th e location of th e furnace. Th e fumes 
from gas, coal or oil may aggrav ate an allergy . Th is 
is also true of th e lubricating grease used in a 
blower. Th e furnace sh ould, th erefore, be p laced in 
a sep arate room with an outside entrance. 
Viny l building materials are th e easiest to keep 
dust-free. Fiberglass curtains are better th an cloth 
for minimizing h ouse dust. Your rugs sh ould be of 
th e low-p ile v ariety and sh ould be cleaned once or 
twk?e a y ear. Because a cloth es dry er is a source of 
dust, it sh ould be v ented to th e outside. It will also 
h elp to cut down th e dust if y ou sp ray th e furniture 
ev ery six month s with an odorless comp ound th at 
emulsifies with water and leav es an inv isible coating 
on th e fabric. 
Ev en if y ou cannot use all of Dr. Itkin’s 
suggestions for dust p roofing y our h ome, th e 
ap p lication of any one of th em will reduce th e 
number and sev erity of allergic ep isodes in a 
sufferer

NORMAN, Okla. (AP) - It 
hasn’t been easy, but Oklaho­ 
ma quarterback Bob Warmack 
has managed to remain prac­ 
tically anonymous while re­ 
writing the school and confer­ 
ence record books. 
The slender senior from Ada 
is only 120 yards away from the 
all-time Big Eight career total 
offense record set by Paul 
Christman of Missouri in 1938- 
39-40. 
Warmack has 4,127 yards—3,- 
313 passing and 814 on the 
ground-in his three-year ca­ 
reer. 
He needs only 138 passing 
yards to break the league ca­ 
reer record in that department 
and it could happen Saturday 
against Nebraska. 
He owns the school single 
game, single season and career 
total offense standards. He is 
Oklahoma’s all - time passing 
champion. 
And somehow, he is taken al­ 
most for granted by followers 
of Sooner football. 
“ It’s difficult to measure how 
important Bob is to the success 
of our team,” says OU Coach 
Chuck Fairbanks. 
“ When you build an offense, 
you start with the quarterback, 
and Bob is an excellent college 
quarteback. 
“ He does everything well,” 
Fairbanks 
continues, 
“ a n d 
above all else he’s able to main­ 
tain his poise during the heat of 
competition. 
“ He has a great deal of confi­ 
dence, and the players and 
coaches have a great deal of 
confidence in him.” 
A wiry sbi-footer who weights 
only 174 pounds, Warmack has 
managed to escape serious in­ 
jury throughout his career. He 
has started every game at quar­ 
terback since the second outing 
of his sophomore season in 1966. 
Warmack admits he gets “ a 
little nervous before a game. 
“ But once it starts there’s no 
room to worry,” Bob says. 


“ You just have to do the 
things you have to do in order 
to win. 
“ I call most of the plays,” 
Warmack says, “ but the coach­ 
es sends a few in from the 
bench. 
“ There are times when I feel 
the play I had in mind is bet­ 
ter, 
but I’ve learned from expe­ 
rience to go ahead and do what 
they say. It usually works out 
for the best.” 
This year Warmack has been 
operating in the shadow of All-

Steve Owens. Bob says it hasn’t 
bothered him. 
“ As long as Steve is making 
three of four yards every time 
he carries the ball, I don’t 
mind a bit. He and the offensive 
line have been doing a tre­ 
mendous job.”

Name Bench 
NL Rookie 
Of the Year 


NEW YORK (AP) - Johnny 
Bench, 
Cincinnati 
catcher, 
nosed out Jerry Koosman, New 
York Mets’ pitcher, 10 Vz to 9Vz 
for National League Rookie-of- 
the-Year today in the closest 
vote in the history of the award. 
It was the first time in the 20- 
year history of the award con­ 
ducted by the Baseball Writers 
Association of America that one 
vote decided the winner. The 
balloting was done by a 20-man 
committee of writers, two from 
each league city. 
One writer, Jim Enright of 
the Chicago American, split his 
vote and cast one half for each 
player. 
It was the first time this had 
been done in the rookie competi­ 
tion although in 1959 after both 
Luis Aparicio and Nellie Fox 
had great years for the pen­ 
nant-winning 
Chicago 
White 
Sox, four writers vot^ a half of 
a first-place vote for each in the 
Most Valuable Player balloting. 
Normally the voting is by se­ 
cret ballot. However, any writer 
is free to reveal his own vote. 
Enright requested his split bal­ 
lot for Bench and Koosman be 
made public. 
“ In all fairness,” said the vet­ 
eran Chicago writer, “ I could 
not vote for one and ignore the 
other.” 
The Reds’ fine young catcher 
started slowly but came on 
strong and finished with .275,15 
homers and 82 runs batted. 


Bench, who will be 21 on Dec. 
7, lives in Binger, Okla., where 
he was the valedictorian of his 
high school graduating class. 
Koosman opened up strong 
with two successive shutouts 
against Los Angeles and San 
Francisco and rolled up a string 
of 21 consecutive scoreless in­ 
nings. He won his first four. 
The 24-year-old left-hander 
from Appleton, Minn., set a 
team record with a 2.08 earned 
run average in 263 2-3 innings. 
Of his 12 defeats, two were by 
3-2 and others by 3-0,2-6 and 3-1. 
He is spending the winter in 
New York.

When a Child 
Lo ses a Pet 


By MURIEL LAWRENCE 
DEAR MRS. LAWRENCE: One morning, 
several weeks ago, we found our family cat 
dead in the living room. We buried her under 
a maple tree in our back y ard. And though 
we are not religious people, my husband read 
a Psalm at her funeral for the sake of our 
6-y ear-old boy who had named her “Queenie” 
and considered her his pet. But he has not 
accepted her death and wakes up at night to 
cry out to me, “Mommy , where’s Queenie? 
Where’s Queenie?’’ 


ANSWER: The y oung do not like disap­ 
pearances. 


This is a fact that makes it easier for re­ 
ligious parents to help children accept death 
than for nonreligious parents. They can re­ 
mind the children, y ou see, that though loved 
people and pets are removed from them by 
death, God’s ex istence is not subject to dis­ 
appearance. 


As this solace is not available to y our 
frightened child, we have to find another one. 
So my suggestion is that y ou help him break 
branches from that tree 
o v e r l o o k i ng 
Queenie’s grave, place them in a vase and 
say to him, “The leaves on these branches 
are Queenie, darling. She’s not gone away . 
She’s just changed her shape into these lovely 
leaves. So now y ou feed her. Pour some 
water into this vase; and then y ou can keep 
it beside y our bed at night. If y ou wake up 
.scared, y ou can touch the leaves.’’ 


This comfort is neither sentimental nor a 
lie. 
For death is transmutation from one form 
of life into nourishment of another form of it 
—into grass, into leaves, even into the grace 
of the leopard that devours the antelope. 
So, though we cannot restore Queenie’s 
soft, furry shape to y our son, we can return 
her to him in the form of those leaves. And 
truthfully say so. Thus, also returning some 
peace to him. 
j\ot as much peace, of course, as deeply 
religious Christians find in Holy Communion. 
However, maple leaves are also the chil­ 
dren of God. And beautiful children of His 
are they , too. 
Then, for this small boy ’s sake, glorify 
their beauty until he can begin to appreciate 
it himself. If he does, he can start to trans­ 
fer some of his love for Queenie to another 
aspect of life that is eq ually deserving of it. 
So, do make available to him the closeness 
of those leaves at night, remembering, too, 
to remind him to feed them, not with cat food 
but with water.

Leading Financial Nations Break Money Crisis Deadlock 


BONN, Germany 
(AP 
— 
Th e world- 
leading financial nations broke a deadlock in th e 
international 
money crisis Th u rsday and 
worked on a package deal to rescu e th e faltering 
French franc and ease th e th reat of h arm to th e 
U. S. dollar, th e British pou nd and oth er 
Western cu rrencies. 
At th e same time. West Germany took sh arp 
action to h alt th e ru sh of specu lators bu y ing 
marks in th e belief th ey wou ld be rev alu ed 
u pward. 
Bu t th e deal being worked ou t in an 
emergency meeting of th e so-called “Grou p of 
10” nations, with Switzerland as an observ er, 
cou ld mean no increase in th e v alu e of th e mark 
or any dev alu ation in th e French franc. Th e two 
cu rrencies were at th e base of th e latest 
international monetary crisis. 
May Hu rt Ek^onomy 
Bu t for Germans th e deal may mean cu tbacks 


in an economy booming becau se of h eav y 
ex ports and modest imports. 
Th e United States was represented in th e 
operation by Treasu ry Secretary Henry H 
P'owler 
and 
William 
McCh esney 
Martin, 
ch airman of th e board of gov ernors of th e 
Federal Reserv e Sy stem. 
Karl Sch iller, West Germany ’s minister of 
economics and th e meeting ch airman, told 
newsmen work was completed first on th e 
major element in th e package; wh at West 
Germany will do to encou rage imports and 
discou rage ex ports and to cu rb specu lation 
against th e fraix *. 


West Germany will slap a tax on ex ports and 
redu ce its tax on imports. France will be th e 
ch ief beneficiary , since th e two cou ntries do 
more trading with one anoth er th an th ey do 
with any one else. 


Oth ers To Benefit 
Oth er cou ntries will benefit too, notably th e 
United States and Britain. Th ey are also big 
traders with West Germany ,; th eir produ cts 
compete with West German goods elsewh ere. 


Th e delegates nex t went to work on getting 
togeth er a billion dollars or more in nonfranc 
cu rrencies to pu t at th e disposal of France so 
th at it can defy th e attacks of specu lators. Th is 
will be a kind of laon of foreign money -mostly 
marks. France will be able to draw on it to pay 
off people wh o want to get rid of francs, with ou t 
drawing on its own dwindling reserv es. 
y 
Last Ju ly a grou p of cou ntries pu t $1.3 billion 
into su ch a loan, called a standby credit, for th e 
benefit of France. Little of it is believ ed to be 
left. F'rance’s own reserv es, wh ich once 
amou nted to $6 .7 billion h av e dropped below $4 
billion. 


Lost $400 Million 
Th e Bank of France lost 350 million to $400 
million Th u rsday and Friday of last week alone. 
Th is mou nting specu lation was wh at brou gh t 
th e present meeting tc^eth er so h u rriedly It 
consists of finance ministers and central bank 
ch iefs from th e “Grou p of 10.” 
Besides th e United States. Germany , Britain 
and France itself, it inclu des Japan, Belgiu m, 
Holland, Italy , Canada and Sweden. Switzerland 
is an observ er becau se it is an important 
cou ntry in financial matters. 
Antoh er element in th e package consists of 
th e measu res to be taken by indiv idu al 
cou ntries. Sinc*e th ese are politically difficu lt, 
many of th em may become known only bit by 
bit. 
In its mov e to cu rb th e ru sh to th e mark. West

President Johnson and 
President-elect Nix on got along su rprisingly well 
du ring last week ’s historic lu ncheon. 
There has been no other case in half a centu ry 
when a president and a president-elect hav e sat 
down together and discu s.sed their mu tu al problems 
30 carefu lly and in .su ch a friendly atmosphere. 
No lov e was lost between President Tru man and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower when the latter took ov er in 
19 53. They did not confer. In fact Eisenhower wou ld 
not ev en get ou t of his car when he drov e u p to the 
White Hou se to escort FTesident Tru man to the 
Capitol for the inau gu ral ceremony . 
There was one conference between Herbert 
Hoov er and Frank lin Roosev elt in 19 32 after Hoov er 
was defeated. Bu t the two were not at all cordial and 
the meeting was u nprodu ctiv e. 


When Mr. Hoov er took ov er from Calv in Coolidge 
in 19 29 the problems of the United States seemed 
relativ ely easy , and there were no important 
consu ltations. Hoov er had serv ed as Secretary of 
Commerce in Coolidge’s Cabinet, thou gh there was 
personal friction between the two toward the end. 
Earlier in 19 21, when Warren Harding took ov er 
after 
eight 
y ears 
of 
Woodrow 
Wilson’s 
administration, 
there 
was 
no 
consu ltation 
whatsoev er. Wilson had su ffered a strok e and the 
only conv ersation between the two men was when 
they drov e behind a team of horses from the White 
Hou se to the Capitol. 
When Harry Tru man took ov er from Roosev elt in 
19 45, it was after his tragic death at Warm Springs, 
and of cou rse there had been no opportu nity to 
ronsu lt.Lik ewise with Ly ndon Johnson when he 
assu med office after the death of President 
Kennedy in Dallas. 
‘T had two minu tes to get ready for this job,” the 
president told members of his staff. "Mr. Nix on has 
from Nov ember almost to the end of Janu ary , and I 
want to giv e him all the help we can.” 
Mino r Misunderstanding — 
Mr. Nix on has appreciated this offer of help, and 
the slight misu nderstanding which arose last week 
ov er who is responsible for foreign policy ' has not 
disru pted relations between the two men. The 
misu nderstanding arose when Secretary of State 
Dean Ru sk was abou t to leav e for Bru ssels and 
wanted to inv ite the leaders of NATO to attend a 
20th 
anniv ersary 
celebration 
of 
NATO 
in 
Washington nex t y ear. Since Nix on wou ld then be 
president, Mr, Johnson decided he cou ld not Lssu e 
the inv itation withou t clearing it with the President­ 
elect. which he did. 
Du ring their historic lu ncheon meeting, the 
President su ggested to the President-elect that he 
find himself a director of the bu dget bu reau as soon 
as possible so they cou ld work together on the new 
bu dget. He also hoped that the Secretaries of State 
and Defense might soon be pick ed so that he cou ld 
instru ct his corresponding Cabinet members to work 
with them. He considered these two Cabinet posts 
the most v ital. 
The 
President 
and 
President-elect 
spent 
considerable time going ov er the v ery important 
problems 
of 
American-Sov iet 
relations. 
The 
President emphasized his conv iction that the non­ 
proliferation pact was all important. He was afraid 
that if not ratified soon, the pact wou ld lose 
mcmentu m and erosion wou ld set in. 


Nix on had prev iou sly called for postponement of 
Senate ratification, bu t indicated that ratification 
wou ld be an early matter of bu siness before the 
Senate as far as he was concerned. 
— Ag reement o n Russia — 
Nix on heartily concu rred with Johnson’s strategy 
with Sov iet Ru ssia. The Johnson policy has been 
that if the two su per-powers, the USA and the 
USSR, cou ld work together, there cou ld be 
permanent peace Nix on, who made one trip to 
Ru ssia du ring the Eisenhower administration and 
another trip as a priv ate citizen, agreed. 
LBJ ou tlined to Nix on the v ariou s steps he had 
tak en to secu re Ru ssian cooperation, and the fact 
that he had an agreement for a meeting with 
Premier Kosy gin, which was to be annou nced on 
Au g. 21, bu t which was u pset by the Red Army ’s 
inv asion of Czechoslov ak ia on Au g. 20. 
The President ex pressed the hope that the Sov iet 
might iron ou t its problems with Czechoslov ak ia to a 
point where a meeting with Kosy gin still might be 
possible, and that, if this shou ld happen, the 
President-elect might send a representativ e with 
him to Eu rope. 
The President reported that former Secretary of 
Defense McNamara had seen Kosy gin in Moscow 
recently and that Kosy gin was still anx iou s to 
proceed 
with 
talk s 
for 
anti-ballistic 
missile 
agreement. 
Foreign 
Minister 
Gromy k o 
had 
commu nicated the same information to Secretary of 
State Ru sk in New York . It has been Johnson’s idea 
that the two cou ntries shou ld discu ss the limitation 
of the ABM before they spent $50 billion on an 
u nprov en defense weapon. 
A good part of the conferences between the two 
men dealt with Vietnam and the tru ce negotiations. 
LBJ went into this in great detail, particu larly his 
discou ragements du ring the cou rse of the su mmer 
when v ariou s people had made political speeches 
which cu t the grou nd ou t from u nder the Paris 
negotiation^. This on-again, off-again aspect of the 
talk s had been disheartening. It made the North 
Vietnamese think they cou ld get an end of the 
bombing withou t mak ing concessions. Mr. Nix on 
had been reasonably familiar with this from 
prev iou s briefings. He remained conv inced of 
Johnson’s sincerity . 
After the lu ncheon was ov er, LBJ remark ed to an 
aide that he was conv inced ev ery man who became 
president tried to grow tall in the job. Mr. Nix on, he 
said wou ld be no ex ception.

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Nixon Is Likely to Step Up 


Political Help to Saigon

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It is u nderstood a nu m ber of Nix on m en wou ld lik e to 
k eep a part of their cam paign team intact, send it to 
Saigon to help the Sou th V ietnam ese dev elop an Asian 
eq u iv alent of door-to-door canv assing, precinct organiza­ 
tion and political strategy . 
These Nix on men believ e that only throu gh becoming 
sk illed in these basic “ grass roots’’ tactics can the Sou th 
V ietnam ese com e to stand on their own feet politically , 
bu ild a tru ly representativ e gov ernm ent and be able to 
com pete with the heav ily organized Viet Cong in postw ar 
elections. 
This project, if carried ou t, wou ld be based on the com ­ 
pu terlik e tactics u sed by Nix on strategists in the winning 
19 6 8 presidential cam paign. 
Cities, districts and w ards wou ld be analy zed. 
Then 
organizing aid wou ld be focu sed on the critical areas nec­ 
essary for v ictory in any fu tu re elections in which the 
Com m u nists m ight tak e part. 
That is, the m ajor effort wou ld go into the high-pay -off 
areas. 
Back of this possible Nix on-team strategy are som ber 
reports on conditions in Sou th Vietnam . 
Incom ing data from Saigon and the prov inces indicates 
that Sou th V ietnam ese-A m erican forces are in good shape 
m ilitarily . 
Bu t politically the situ ation is dangerou s. 
Stability is paper thin. The political parties are sm all 
and fragm ented. Not one has a grass roots base. Political 
organization is alm ost nonex istent in m ost city w ards and 
cou ntry v illages alik e. 
So m u ch em phasis has been pu t on m ilitary v ictory that 
creation of the political base necessary to insu re sou nd 
gov ernm ent in Sou th V ietnam has been neglected. 
Billions hav e been spent on m ilitary actions and eco­ 
nomic aid; technical help for creating the political k now­ 
how which is the strength of a dem ocracy has been largely 
ignored. The Sou th V ietnam ese hav e repeatedly ask ed for 
technical political help. 
By contrast, Hanoi has sent sou th som e of its m ost sk illed 
“ precinct organizers.’’ 
Ho Chi Minh has spent the last eig ht mo nths v ig o ro usly 
upg rading his underg ro und o rg anizatio n in So uth Viet­ 
nam’s v iliag es and rebuilding his o rg anizatio n in the 
majo r cities. Co ncurrently , his men hav e been activ ely re- 
f 
» airing , enlarg ing and rejuv enating lo cal “ fro nt” g ro ups 
n areas where they ex isted, and activ ely buUdlng new 
g ro ups in areas under no minal g o v ernment rule. 
Hanoi has been work ing to strengthen its control ov er 
y ou th, wom en, farm , stu dent, teacher, trad e and fishing 
co-operativ e grou ps it has organized or infiltrated ov er the 
y ears. 
D espite the sm all m inority of Com m u nists in Sou th Viet­ 
nam , this efficient Hanoi organization m ight wield su rpris­ 
ingly strong power in free elections against the present di­ 
v ided, poorly organized non-Commu nist m ajority . At least, 
this is the w orry in some informed ¿ircles. 
This w orry is back of the pu sh in the Nix on cam p for a 
crash program of the ty pe ou tlined abov e. 
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'Mr. Agnew wants to know how long before his name is 
a household wor^!?"

Letter to the Ed ito r 


RALPH H. WALKER (May or of Sedalia) — At 
Monday night’s meeting Sedalia cou ncil (with a 
v oting assist from the may or) passed the necessary 
resolu tion prov iding for federal assistance in the 
bu ilding of u nits in Sedalia to be rented to 
disadv antaged families and elderly people liv ing in 
su bstandard hou sing. 
Pu blic Hou sing is a program that finds two v ery 
strong and opposite points of v iew and both were 
represented in Monday night’s meeting. El^h side 
made some v ery good points. 
For this reason I wou ld lik e to ex plain a nu mber 
of things abou t the program that has been approv ed: 
Local bu ilders will be inv ited to su bmit proposals to 
ou r Hou sing Au thority . After these u nits hav e been 
bu ilt they are then leased to the Hou sing Au thority 
which in tu rn rents to those in need with the 
difference between the rent that is charged and the 
lease paid to the contractor made u p by the federal 
gov ernment. This basically is the pr(^ram. The 
Hou sing Au thority will set u p the criteria for 
determining ju st who will be accepted, the property 
is still owned by the contractor who will pay tax es 
on it and will be responsible for its maintenance. No 
one is considering high rise, tenement hou sing or 
ex pensiv e plu sh homes. It is not a hand ou t in that 
those people liv ing in su ch u nits will be req u ired to 
tak e care of them or be ev icted. No tax es will be 
raised in Sedalia to pay for the program and no 
property will be strick en from the tax rolls. It seems 
to me to be one of the v ery best programs for 
prov iding decent hou sing for ou r disadv antaged 
people. 
Monday night I took rather strong ex ception to 
some of the remark s made in recent adv ertising by 
Mr. Aaron Haller and Mr. Kennie Miller. I felt that 
their remark s concerning Socialism and the need for 
a pu blic v ote were u nju stified. Let me ex plain why . 
First of all there is no prov ision in Missou ri law for a 
v ote on Pu blic Hou sing. It wou ld be ex pensiv e, 
u nnecessary and with charges and cou nter-charges 
ru nning back and forth the v oters wou ld wonder 
where the real tru th cou ld be fou nd. Giv en this state 
of confu sion most v otes tu rn u p as NO v otes and ou r 
attempt to help those in need wou ld probably be lost 
ev en thou gh the resu lts of su ch election wou ld not 
be legally binding on the cou ncil. 
Probably 
the 
most 
sobering 
ex perience 
imaginable is seeing people and particu larly 
children, throu gh no fau lt of their own, liv ing in 
ru bble, rat infested shack s with dirt floors u nable to 
stay warm and dry . If any one dou bts that this 
situ ation ex ists in Sedalia ask a social work er or high 
school stu dent that helps deliv er Thank sgiv ing and 
Christmas bask ets. I wonder how many of u s wou ld 
tu rn ou r back s on these needy families by v oting no 
in a referendu m when a prt^ram is av ailable to giv e 
them some of the comforts that the rest of u s enjoy . 
Giv en the tru th, not many I am su re. And su rely we 
are not tau ght to "lov e thy neighbor bu t let 
him liv e in a shack so we can mak e a bu ck .” 
Then 
we 
are 
faced 
with 
the 
implication 
that any one v oting for su ch a matter is adv ocating 
socialism. No su ch charges are made when the city 
accepts federal money for park s, streets, sewage 
plants and airport improv ements. Fu rther implied 
was the su ggestion that ou r tax es wou ld be raised. 
This ju st is not tru e. We are already pay ing tax es for 
Pu blic Hou sing in other commu nities while ou r own 
people are left wanting. 
Monday night’s battle is ov er and the smok e is 
beginning to clear and I hope the wou nds that may 
hav e been opened will heal qu ick ly . Althou gh I 
cou ld not agree with some of the statements made 
by the Committee for Independent Think ing, Aaron 
Haller and Kennie Miller Co-Chairmen, I k now both 
gentlemen enou gh to k now that they are terribly 
concerned abou t the ty pe of creeping (or is it 
galloping) Socialism we are faced with in this 
cou ntry and all of u s need to be more aware of its 
dangers. The Federal Gov ernment is operatir^ with 
its controls in almost ev ery facet of ou r liv es and 
when talk comes from Washington abou t su ch things 
as a gu aranteed annu al wage, when we see people 
demanding more and more for doing less a ^ less 
and we realize that it is the work ing man pay ing the 
bill then we had better darn well hav e the Hallers 
and the Millers arou nd with the cou rage to stand u p 
and say "Let’s tak e a look at this thing and be su re 
we k now where we are going.”

lingering dislik e on either side, that we can close 
rank s once again and continu e to work together for a 
better Sedalia. 


TH E D O C T O R S A Y S 


One Aspirin Will Work 
As Well as Two for Most

Althou gh aspirin is a v ery v alu able dru g in the 
treatment of tension headaches and rheu matic 
fev er, 
there are hazards connected with its 
inju diciou s u se. These hav e been widely pu blicized 
in recent y ears. Now it appears that one of ou r 
stu rdy astroriau ts has been dropped from the space 
program becau se of a disability connected with the 
u se of aspirin. He was nev er made dizzy by a barrel 
roll; he didn’t crack u p when su bjected to greatly 
increased atmospheric pressu res bu t he WAS a 
v ictim of aspirin asthma. 
Althou gh this is not a common disease, it is 
progressiv e. It is characterized by sinu sitis, attack s 
of shortness of breath (asthma) and a chronic cou gh. 
Perhaps one of the reasons this and other 
complications follow self-treatment with aspirin is 
that so many persons who tak e this dru g regard two 
tablets as the standard dose. The tru th is that for 
most people one tablets work s ju st as well as two 
and is far less dangerou s. 
Q — My fing ers crack open. I was told it was du e 
to cold weather bu t it happens ev en when it is 
warm. Will any thing prev ent this? 
A — Washing y ou r hands sev eral times a day with 
strong soap is the commonest cau se. Allergy to nail 
polish or other su bstances with which y ou hav e 
freq u ent v ontact, disorders of the circu lation and 
v ariou s sy stemic diseases are other possible cau ses. 
Protecting the crack s with a soothing ointment will 
help bu t a permanent cu re cannot be ex pected u ntil 
the cau se is fou nd and eliminated. Tliis may req u ire 
some ex pert detectiv e work by a sk in specialist or an 
allergist.

LONDON (AP) - The clock 
tower containing Big Ben, war­ 
time sy mbol of Britain to mil­ 
lions around the world, is tilting 
slowly toward the Thames. 
The foundations of the Goth- 
k:-sty le structure that withstood 
World War II bombing raids 
have been affected by age and 
the swift river currents a few 
y ards away , the Works Ministry 
rep orted Thursday . 
“But there’s no danger,’’ a 
ministry sp okesman said. “The 
tower is tilting at the rate of 
about one inch every century 
and our engineers say there is 
no cause for alarm.’’ 
The 316-foot tower was discov­ 
ered in 1963 to be leaning 15 
inches from the p erp endicular 
and has slip p ed another six ­ 
teenth of an inch since then. 
“This is not unusual among 
buildings beside rivers,’’ the 
sp okesman said. “As a matter 
of fact, the taller Victoria Tow­ 
er at the other end of the 
Houses of Parliament is also 
slightly out of kilter.’’ 
The ministry measures the 
lean y early but is p lanning no 
sp ecial measures to sup p ort the 
tower, the sp okesman added. In 
comp arison, the Leaning Tower 
of Pisa, only 18 0 feet high, is 
more than 16 feet out of line. 
The Big Ben tower was erect­ 
ed in the 18 50s as p art of new 
p arliament buildings designed 
by Charles Barry to rep lace 
those destroy ed in an 18 34 fire. 
Its clock, with four faces each 
23 feet across, began keep ing 
time in 18 59. 
The origin of the name “Big 
Ben’’ is obscure. Historians say 
it may have been dervived from 
Sir Benjamin Hall, commission­ 
er of works in the 18 50s, or from 
Benjamin “Big Ben’’ Caunt, a 
champ ion box er of the time. 
Strictly sp eaking, the name 
belongs only to the 13V2-ton bell 
that tolls the hours. But Big Ben 
has, over the y ears, come to 
mean the entire clock and even 
the tower, itself. 
The tower was damaged in 
the 1941 air raid that wrecked 
the House of Commons but the 
bell tolled through the war as 
the voice of London on British 
Broadcasting 
Corp . 
overseas 
transmissions.
